lie agreed that every boy should learn 
mathematics, but there were boys for whom 
a full course in mathematics was quite un- 
necessary. bur and geograp had 
suffered in value by being made Hiberno- 
centric. As to science, there were many boys 
to whose taste the subject was irksome and 
to whose interests it was unnecessary. By 
the definitely scientific bias the humanities 
were crowded out, and that would be an 
irreparable loss. Modern languages were oí 
the utmost importance, both practically and 
culturally, and they could not afford either 
from an intellectual or a commercial aspect to 
cut themselves off from modern Europe in this 
way. If the classics were to go as well, the 
secondary schools would have become 
thoroughy technical in their main tendencies. 
When other countries were awakening to the 
fallacies of materialism it would be sad if our 
own was to be the chief reactionary. He 
would undertake to give a boy more real pre- 
paration for life in reading, say, the Satires of 

- Horace than any mathematician could by 

teaching, say, the summation of a series. As 
a means of mental training, as a purgative 
of undigested thought, as a criterion of teste, 
and as a source of ideas, there was no instru- 
ment of education comparable with Latin and 
Greek. A school which persisted in retaining 
such studies would be forced to overcrowd its 
curriculum, and that was an increasing evil 
of modern school life against which they 
should make a stand, as it was impossible to 
produce good scholarship without adequate 
time. 

WHERE EXCELLENCE IS IMPOSSIBLE. 

lt they took two other subjects, in addi- 
tion to the five compulsory subjects, and 
allocated six hours a week for the mathe- 
matics course, they were left with about 
three hours apiece to devote to the other sub. 
jects. . With very good teaching a moderate 

tandard might be reached in such time, but 
excellence would be out of the question, He 

did not believe in specialising too soon, but 

five or six subjects were quite sufficient for 

any boy to learn simultaneously, and the 
schools which acted on that principle would 
have their five subjects prescribed as Irish, 
i'nglish, mathematics, history and geography, 
and science.

» have every school in the country forced 
into the same mould, as appeared likely, par- 
iicularly if this mould were scientific. Large 
schools ought to be able to have two or 
three sides; small schools should be free to 
develop individuality. 

If they could have a group system offering 
alternatives of four sets of cognate subjects, 
classical, scientific, modern literary, and com- 
mercial, with not more than three subjects 
common to all groups, they would provide 
better for current needs, | have more hope 

Í training real scholars. That was, per- 
haps, Utopian, and if the Ministry would 
consent not to make science compulsory and 
to allow an easier mathemati or his:ory 
course for students taking two languages 
other than Irish or English, their principal 
objections would be met. And was there 
not a wider hope? Dared they not dream 
of and work for the day when, in Irish 
education as was happening in world 
politics, the principle of Empire might be- 
come unfashionable, and a Uommun- 
wealth of free schools, united by a minimum 
of State machinery, take its place, when the 
encroachments of bureaucracy would be 
restrained and the schools, like the univer- 
sities, though aided by the State, mi ht be 
real and independent organisms. As it was, 
the tentacles of State control were creeping 
out and embracing the body educational by 

ew compulsions and regulations, drawing 
them ever closer to uniformity and depen- 
dence, If better counsels did not prevail 
it would drain the life and freedom from 
the schools. (Applause.) 

COMPULSORY LATIN. 

The Rev. Canon Harden, King’s Hospital, 
seconding the resolution, said that he would 
make’ Latin compulsory in all secondary 
schools, but he thought that the change to 
the teaching of modern history was a benefit 
to the pupils, There was a danger tiat 
after 1 their secondary schools would 
lurgely be technical schools, and he agreed 
with the suggestion of an earlier speaker that 
an advisory committee should be formed to 
deal with matters such as this and that 
which had been referred to earlier. The 
resent hard and fast rule of five subjects 
should be altered.

UNDUE DELAY, 

Mr. T. W. rm, -Jones, Diocesan School, 
Molesworth street, Dublin, seconding the 
resolution, said that they wished to express 
hearty thanks to the Government for the 
very definite Promise already given that the 
matter would be dealt with shortly, but 
already there lad been undue delay. There 
ought to be some kind of advi com- 
mittee that would represent their views on 
such a subject, and to give their views 
to the authorities before anything definite 
was done, He had heard that the 
scheme was to be a contributory 
one by the schools and the teachers. Contri- 
butions from the schools would present 
tremendous practical difficulties, while under 
the inadequate grants to the schools it would 
place a burden on them. 

They urged on the Government that the 
ccntributions from the teachers should be very 
mild, because the salaries that they received 
were not sufficient to bear any heavy contri- 
bution, He contended that the teachers of 
long standing should receive very liberal 
treatment, and that the scheme as a whole 
should be on a more liberal scale than in the 
North of Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 

The resolution was passed unanimously. 

EXACTING CONDITIONS. 

Mr. C. 8. Shankey, Kilkenny College, moved 
a resolution which stated that the present 
conditions necessary for registration as a 
secondary teacher were too exacting, and that 
some change was necessary to induce 
graduates to enter the profession, For regis- 
tration, he said, a university degree, involv- 
ing a four years’ course, was necessary, 
followed by a post-graduate course of one year 
spent in taking a diploma in education, After- 
wards one year's i in an approved 
school was necessary before one could claim 
registration and State increments. At the 
end of six years a man might, if he was 
fortunate enough to get a post as one of tno 
reccgnised in a school, attain to a 
salary of £200 per annum, non-resident, plus 
State increment of £32, For five years te 
had earned nothing, and in the sixth year he 
must take whatever salary he could get as a 
non-registered teacher, in order to gain the 
experience necessary for registration, The 
consequences of that were now being felt in 
the difficulty of getting teachers to 
those who left. = ew men were ing 
the arts courses in the universities with the 
object of becoming teachers in this country. 
Most of them were destined for the higher 
divisions of the Civil Service, for Colonial ap- 
pointments, or for teaching in England 
or elsewhere. The reason for that was the 
difficulty in becoming registered, and the 
time had come when some was neces- 
sary if schools, especially those outside the 
university centres, were to be able to 
replenish their staffs with graduates who 
intended to make teaching in this country 
their life work, : 

The diploma in education was the stumbling 
block for most men, as the extra ra in- 
creased the cost of training by about 25 per 
cent., as well as shortening their salary’ earn- 
ing period by a year. The course of readi 

rescribed for the diploma was very helpful, 
But equal benefit could be derived by reading 
the course in private without the necessity 
for attending lectures. The diploma ought to 
be granted to men who passed the examina- 
tion in the theory and practice of education, 
provided that they had at least one year's ex- 
perience in an approved school, and that 
their work had been examined and pronounced 
efficient by the inspectors of the Education 
Department. The training in teaching which 
was given in connection with the diploma 
lectures was manifestly of little value, 
as every teacher would recognise 
that no useful purpose was served 
by sending a man to take a class of boys 
whor he bá never seen before. The best 
and only way to become a teacher was by 
teaching under the guidance of an exper- 
eneed teacher. He was not telittling the 
value of the diploma, but it was too difficult 
to obtain under present conditions. 

PROVISIONAL REGISTRATION. 

The Rev, W. Anderson, Mountjoy School, 
seconding the resolution, said that the 
present system was too stringent, and a 
teacher should be given a provisional regis- 
tration when he entered the ‘school, and 
allowed to show whether he was efficient or 
not under the guidance of the headmaster. 
The teacher was trained by the headmaster 
and his own intelligence, and a man who 
had taken a degree would think twice of 
spending another three years before he got 
his diplome ia education, especially as the 
prizes were not high. If the provisional 
registration was in ration it would be an 
inducement to men who had got their degrees 
to join the profession. The sey aye “ ques- 
tion had been a terrible difficulty in the way 
of getting good men. 

the vy. A. Hanbridge, Dundalk, sup- 
ported the resolution. 

Mr. J. Thompson, Hon. Secretary, drew 
attention to the regulation of the Depart- 
ment, be stated one aed it appre 
to the istration Council that an applican 
for registration, although not fulfilling all 
the conditiors of registration, possessed 
special qualifications, in addition to certain 
attainments, and had ¢éompleted the pre- 
scribed period of teaching experience in a 
recognised school or schools, a3 defined in 
the regulations for the ~egister, the Council 
might advise the Minister to admit such 
applicant to the sg in respect of the 
qualifications which he held. . 

There was no reason, he said, why the 
Councii, in special cases of hardship, might 
not interpret the regulation in a liberal sense.

It is learned that hundreds of in the 


Barony oí Krris, North Mayy, are in a state | 


of semi-starvation At the oest of times the 
farmers there eke out only &w miserable 
existence, but this year their plight is sad in 
the extreme, In many cases the tarmers have 
no out-houses, and in the winter time cattle, 
pigs, horses and donkeys find shelter in the 
kitchens of the domiciles, The amount of 
relief distributed averages about £20 weekly, 
but this sum is wholly inadequate to ease tue 
that has arisen. Ninety per cent. 
of the population of Erris speak the Irish 

‘the tollowing cases will serve to illustrate 
the widespread poverty that exists :— 

One that of Mrs. Barrett, of Gort- 
mellia, yen gn ‘five children, has been given 
prominence in the local Press, but there are 
hundreds of other such cases. When a Press 
representative called on Mrs. Barrett he found 
her with her little children who had: returned 
from school sitting around an old kitcher 
chair, which served as a table, eating potatoes 
with water sweetened with sugar. Her 
husband died in Scotland some time ago, and 
her only means of subsistence is.4s. a week 
out-deor relief allowed. her by the local 

' Committee. 

In an interview that our representative had 
with the Clerk to the Committee, that official 
narrated the case of Stephen Geraghty, of 
Mullaghroe. The man lives with. a family 
of seven in @ house consisting of one apart- 
ment, measuring 18ft. by 12ft. There is only 
one bed.in the house, which is made of straw 
and covered with a few rags. The house had 
only one entrance, no back door, and inside 
was a.small pig-sty,. made of rough stones, ; 
which accommodated a pig and an ass, The 
only furniture was a small chest, The man 
himself was suffering from cancer of the lip. 
He owns an acre of land, but for the last four 
or five years he has been unable to pay any 
rent, Four shillings a week outdoor relief is 
his only income, and on this he has to main- 
tain himselí and his seven children, 

Bridget Murray, her sister and brother, 
aged between 50 and 60 years of age, have to 
live on Ós. a week relief. Bridget Doherty 
lives at Knockanlower with her seven children 
on three acres of land, which consists ry 
of bog. Her only source of income is 2s. 6c. 
a week relief. James Tighe d 36 years, 
and his wife, Catherine, aged ears, have 
a family of six children ranging in age from 
one year to fifteen years, The father is in 
ill health, brought on by gtarvation, The 
Proposals’ Committee allow 3s, a week relief 
to feed this family.

ANCIENT HIGHWAYS IN THE GITY. 

n street, Baggot street. and Grand 
Canal street are very ancient highways, and 
the “ cross r connecting these three 
was a lane known as Charing Cross lane, 
now Merrion street, Upper and Lower. This 
lane separated the portion of the estate that 
was sorbed in the unds of Leinster 
House from the remainder of what was, at 
the time Of absorption, mostly pasture land, 
with one or two old houses irregularly placed, 
which have long*since disappeared, the sites 
having been obliterated. 

It may be added that in Baggot street, 
Lower, was a quarry, on the site of which 
now stands Rock lane, and opposite this was 
the site of the gallows. Since the period 
when this state of things was in being, the 
land between these ancient highways has 
been laid out in broad and open streets, with 
ample garden space provided for the huises 
erected thereon, which, in turn, give access 
to stable or service Janes at the rears. 

THE COMING OF THE SLUMS. 

Reservations were made of land for plan- 
tations and squares, which were planted and 
laid out. A site for a church was provided, 
which was built partly at the owner's ex- 
pense, and the reserved ground: adjacent laid 
out and enclosed. . The ancient highways re- 
ferred to have been widened and improved. 

Plans for much of the above work still 
exist as approved by the then constituted 
authority, the Commissioners for Wide 
Streets. | : 

The land bordering the Canal, which now 
forms the eastern. nime Si the city, was 
enclosed by the owner, who maintained the 
railings and plantation at his own cost. 

It may be pointed ont that, in spite of the 
scheme of laying out adopted; ewing . to 
change of fashion and decay -of business, 
much of this property has greatly deteriorated 
and slums have grown up. 

WHEN THE DODDER HAD FIVE 
MOUTHS. 

In the district of Pembroke, up to the early 
part of the last century, the bulk of the land 
now constituting the township was grass 
land, intersected by open drains and dykes. 
Near the coast there were large stretches of 
sand and slobland partially overflowed by the 
sea, the Dodder River finding its exit by 
about five different streams, forming a large 
more or less waterlogged delta. From this 
condition the district was rendered suitable 
for development by the owner's. large ex- 
penditure in -various works, the principal 
being as follows :— ' 

[1) The construction of a long sea wall and 
embankment to protect the land adjoining the 
sea coast. This, between. one and two miles 
in length, was built entirely. at the. owner's 
cost, and the cost of maintevance since ¢reo- 
tion has been borne entirely by him. When. 
the district was constituted by Act of Parlia- 
ment, in 1863, the sea wall was specifically ex- 
cluded from the area affected. ' 

RECLAIMING SLOBLANDS. 

(2) The lower portion of the Dodder River 
was canalized and confined to one course, and 
the upper portion embanked, and a wall and 
footpath along it constructed, 

(3) The open dykes and drains were filled 
up, and the Swan River Culvert and other 
underground culverts constructed to carry 
away the water that formerly flowed. through 
the land. Considerable tracts thus drained 
were filled in and levelled, I a 

(4) The majority, as will be seen from the 
names cited below, of the roads in the dis- 
trict were laid out, constructed, drained and 
planted at the «wner’s cost, and old existing 
main roads were improved by him, drained, 
and, where necessary, enclosed and planted :— 
Northumberland road, Simmonscourt road,

Thé cost of toads, a& shown by évidence of 
Mr. Vernon, before thé Select Committee of 

House of Commons on Town Holdings in 

May, 1886, was £2 16s. to £5 per yard for- 
ward. The majority of these roads were for 
years maintained by the owner. Shrewsbury 
road was — taken over by the publie autho- 
rities in 1903. 

(5) Technical and primary schools for the 
district were built at Ringsend. This alone 
represents some £10,000, besidés free sites 
being granted, add, in addition, proportional 
contributions were, afid are still, made to 
teachers’ salaries. 

(6) A hospital was built at a cost of £6,000, 
besides free sites being given for hispital, 
nurses’ home and recreation ground, 

(7) £10,000 was contributed te the cost of 
the intercepting sewer found when 
the system of public drainage was improved 
for the growing population. 

(8) The pubhc parks, Ringsend and Herbert 
Parks, and Sandymount Green, together with 
sums of money for development of same, were 
the gift of the owner, who has also con- 
tributed largely, both in land and money, to 
various public improvements.

The Committee of the Irish National War 
Memorial had presented the Cathedral with 
a sel of the eight volumes, beautifully printed 
on hand-made paper, in which are record 
the names of close on 50,000 Irishmen who 
fell in the Great War. He did not anticipate 
that they, who had erected the west front of 
their Cathedral as a memorial to the men of 
Ulster, would hesilate to provide a fitting 
shrine for this: memorial of a larger brother- 
hood—national, not provincial—whose bonds 
were not those of religion, politics, or descent, 
but of heroic hearts—the brotherhood of the 
glorious dead.

1 THE EVOLUTION OF DUNDRUM.

Religion and Charity. 


Within a few weeks death has robbed 
Ireland of two eminent churchmen. Even 
as sorrow for Dr. Bernard’s loss was not 
confined to Irish Protestants, so Cardinal 
O'Donnell s death is not mourned by. the 
Roman Catholic community alone. The 
Cardinal was not only a great churchman, 
but a great Irishman. No man ever stood 
more firmly upon the claims of his own 
Church. The Gaelic movement, so long 
in actual conflict with the Anglo-Irish 
outlook, owes at least as much to him as 
to any other man of the last two genera- 
tions. During many years of agrarian and 
political strife he was a fearless supporter 
of the Nationalist cause. Nearly always in 
Ireland men have earned one party's love 
at the éost of another party’s hate; but, 
without sacrifice of an iota of his 
principles, Cardinal O'Donnell kept. the 
esteem of all classes of Irish Protestants. 
He won this unsought triumph because 
his nature was free from any trace of 
pettiness;. his patriotism always was 
ready to credit. political. opponents with 
motives not less sincere than his own 
The value’of such qualities—hitherto sadly 
rare in Irish life—is‘illustrated to-day by 
the national tributes of sorrow that his 
death has provoked. They have been 
offered by the heads of both Irish States 
and by leading representatives of all the 
Churches. The primatia) City of Armagh 
has heard a simultaneous tolling of the 
bells of two cathedrals. 

Before Ireland obtained self-government 
the chief evil which pessimists were wont 
to predict as an outcome oí that event 
was a wide outbreak of religious 
intolerance, We do not pretend that the 
result of five years of seli-government 
has been all gain and no loss. We do 
not claim that sectarian bitierness and 
misunderstanding have disappeared from 
Northern Ireland or even from the [ree 
State. Sometimes still, at religious con- 
ferences, in letters to 
the newspapers things are said that cause 
deep hurt to Protestants; and 
Protestant controversialists not 
always guiltless of a like offence. ” On 
the whole, however, the last five years

| have proved that the confident prediction 


of sectarian strife was based on a mis- 
reading of history. Since the Free State 
came into being its Government, repre- 
senting the faith and traditions of the 
majority, has not eseaped, the minority s 
criticism. In.a few matters—notably the 
compulsory teaching of Irish—the Govern- 
ment hassought to over-ride the minority's 
honest . convictions, and we regret the 
fact. Such cases, however, are few, and 
in no ‘Single they be 
ascribed, with any detency, to sectarian 
prejudice. The Free State Government's 
general attitude to the Protestant 
minority has been broad-minded and 
scrupulously fair, So the foundations of 
a. fine tradition have been laid, and its 
gradual influence upon. Northern opinion 
will be of the most kind. 
Perhaps, when strch men as , Cardinal 
O'Donnell, Dr. Crozier, Sir John Mahaffy, 
and Dr. Bernard ‘met in 1917, to take 
counsel for a distracted Ireland, they were 
building better than th ~ ew. 

So long as Christians, egually sincere 
followers of different creeds, find error in 
one another they will refuse to abstain 
from controversy. We ought to be able 
to’ expect, however, that they will abstain 
from language that cannot fail to give 
sore wounds and to shock deep convictions.

Oxford in Peril. 

Since the Armistice of 1918 consider 
ably over one million houses have been 
built Britain under State-assisted 
schemes. This fact gives some conception 
of the rapid speed at which reconstruction 
and expansion are proceeding. From any 
high site in the suburbs of London to-day 
the eye can overlook: a sea of new roofs, 
as if the city were casting its winter weeds 
out-worn. In the rural districts whole 
new villages have sprung up, and only 
last week it was announced that the 
London County Council had secured a 
large stretch of land for the construction 
of a satellite suburb. The need to control 
this headlong development is recognised 
by all intelligent observers, but the 
means by which it can be done are some- 
what obscure. Town-planning legislation, 
and the enlightened administration of the 
Ministry of Health by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, cannot curb certain large 
tendencies It has been realised suddenly 
that the beauty of the City of Oxford 
stands in danger of being clouded by in- 
dustrial development, but no legal powers 
exist to check the threatened evil. Long 
ago Newman asked for his beloved univer- 
sity city that a green belt of three miles 
around the city wall should be preserved 
from ail building operations. The idea 
was admirable, but how could it be 
enforced? Since Newman’s day building 
has proceeded apace. Suburbs have risen. 
Large business quarters have covered land

The Motor Show. 


The Motor Show at Olympia closed last 
Saturday after breaking all “' records '' 
for attendance and volume of business 
done. More than a quarter of a million 
people’ visited the Show, travelling to 
London for the purpose from all parts of 
the British Isles ; and our London Corre- 
spondent records the estimate that orders 
were placed by traders for cars to the 
total value of some £40,000,000. The 
boom in the motor trade thus shows no 
sign of slackening, but rather promises to 
grow yet larger. The market will not be 
siturated in these countries until cars are 
owned by as large a proportion of the 
people as in the United States. Among 


the prominence of small cars of low horse- 
power. Hitherto the ‘‘two-seater’’ has 
been a more expensive luxury and a more 
uncommon "vehicle than the car capable 
of carrying half-a-dozen persons. The 
reasons for this fact were partly technical, 
since a high. pitch of refinement in 
mechanism needed to be evolved before 
compact and small motor vehicles could be 
built at an economic price, Partly, also, 
the reasons were social. Persons who 
could afford cars chiefiy required vehicles 
that could be turned to commercial] uses. 
To-day the cost of motoring has been 
brought within the resources of com- 
paratively humble folk. The small family 
wishing to possess a little pleasure car can 
afford the luxury. Purely domestic cars, 
therefore, are multiplying apace. Soon 
no young man will be counted an eligible 
husband unless he can offer his bride the 
amenities of motoring as well as a home.

PLAYERS OBSTRUCTED IN

CASH ON DELIVERY. 


A POPULAR SYSTEM IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


The use of the C.O.D: parcel system in 

Great Britain, contrary to the declaration 
of some pessimists, has shown a gradual and 
persistent increase since its inception, in 
March, 1926. 
_ “The rate of posting €.0.D. parcels to-day 
is steadily and consistently increasing,” said 
a Post Office official last Saturday. “ During 
the first year of service slightly over 
1,000,000 parcels were posted. e annual 
tate at present is over 1,500,000.

DIOCESAN COUNCIL REPORT. 


In the course of. the annual report of the 
Diocesan Council of Down and Connor and 
Dromore, which is to be submitted to the 
Diocesan Synod on November Ist next, it is 
stated that in view of the urgent need for 
additional Church accommodation in Belfast. 
the General Synod most generously allocated 
for the purpose of meeting that need the sum 
of £4,565, which it had placed to reserve in 
1926, pending a decision on the question of 
the additional bishopric. It further voted 
£1,655 for the same purpose, making a total 
of £6,000. ' 

“It is heartening to know,” the report 
adds, “' that our brethren elsewhere realise so 
practically that a great work of strengthening 
our Church is pressing upon us in this diocese. 
The lead given by Southern Churchmen ‘is 
an incentive for our own members to under- 
take the task of providing churches as their 
forefathers did in a previous emergency."’

THE ARCHBISHOP OF YORK : 


How humiliating that around so 
gracious and wonderful a gift of Divine 
condescension there should have arisen 
these embittered controversies! It is dis- 
tasteful to me to criticise a man for whose 
ability and earnestness I have the greatest 
respect, but I cannot but deplore the 


controversies. Surely it is the first duty 
of a Christian, not least of a Christian 
bishop, to try to understand the opinions 
of those whom he criticises, but the Bishop 
seems almost obstinate in his inability. to 
understand. 

There are, indeed, certain crude and 
exaggerated expressions of belief in the 
reality of Christ’s presence in the 
Sacrament which it is well to exclude 
from the thoughts with which men 
surround the holy mystery; but he seems to 
cover with the scorn with which he treats 
these crudities and exaggerations a great 
realm of belief which is contained within 
the formularies of the Church of which he 
is a bishop, and which underlies the 
thankful experiences of the whole historic 
Catholic Church of Christ from the 
beginning, and it is in terms which he 
must know Wounds the most hallowed con- 
victions of multitudes of his own flock 
and fellow-Churchmen. 

I cannot think this is the spirit which 
should animate a Christian thinker and 
teacher. The Bishop seems to me to im- 
part into his discussions conceptions and 
methods which may be appropriate. as 
far as mathematics and physics are con- 
cerned, but which are quite inappropriate 
in the sphere of spiritual experience. 

So far as I can estimate his views, the 
whole conception of the material and the 
spiritual which he holds seems to me 
strangely narrow and meagre, and out of 
accord with the new trends even of 
scientific thought. 

Is there no gift of the spirit to matter 
when the sympathy of a friend is con- 
veyed through the pressure of the material 
hand? Is there anything incredible in the 
belief that, by the Spirit of God, there is 
given to natural bread and wine the gift 
of the spiritual reality of Christ’s 
presence?

As always, the Archbishop is statesman- 
like and fatherly in spirit to the whole 
Church. Speaking as one who is no 
longer one of his effective officers, I can 
only say how sorry I am, after his 
magnificent service and his ever sympa- 
thetic methods, that this burden should 
have come upon him—though, if the 
Church of. England was to go through 
such a phase as it is now going through, 
we can only be thankful that Dr. Davidson 
is still at the helm. 

The Archbishop, with his ‘wonderful 
wide-mindedness—absolutely necessary in 
the chief ruler upon earth of the Anglican 
Church—is more likely to bring us together 
than anyone who could only see with full 
force one side of the difficulties through 
which we are passing.

I think many of those who call 
themselves Anglo-Catholic are quite as 
much ahve to the danger of magic and 
superstition as Dr. Barnes, but sweeping 
charges couched in provocative language 
can do nothing but harm to the cause of 
religion.

ENGLISH MARKET. 


A NATIONAL BRAND 
FOR BUTTER. 


From Our AGRICULTURAL 
_ CORRESPONDENT. J 

While undoubted progress has been 
made in the marketing of fresh butter 
and eggs, it is clear, from the unsatisfac- 
tory exhibit of Irish duck eggs at the 
London Dairy Show last week, that all 
producers are not doing their duty. Com- 
petition is now so keen that one ‘bad 
sample is enough to spoil a market for the 
season. The only remedy appears to be 
the drastic one of cancelling the licences 
of offenders or limiting ‘the number of 
licensed egg exporters. In the butter 
trade, along with combined marketing, 
there is need for grading and the adoption 
of a national brand under the Dairy Pro- 
duce Act, in order to ensure confidence 
amongst buyers. — | 7 

These suggestions are made as the result 
of interviews. which I had with leading 
London dealers in Irish produce. 

Mr. A. Gramston,~- who makes a 
speciality of Irish eggs, was most in- 
dignant at the Dairy Show exhibit, and 
told me that he had sent large supplies of 
eggs from Charlevillé to Harrods, and had 
received no complaints,, These were all 
packed in wood wool. He believed. that 
in parts of the West. of Ireland straw was 
used. Wood wool would add very little 
to the expense of packing, and. would 
greatly help sales. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of Messrs. George 
Bowles, Nicholls and Co., who also make 
a feature of Irish produce, said that since 
the, new system of packing eggs came in 
they had had no trouble and no difficulty 
in making top prices for Irish eggs. They 
used to get cases damaged in transit, but 
this was now virtually eliminated. 

“What you can do nowadays,”’ he said, 
“is this: You can buy from any good 
shipper with confidence that you will get 
eggs of the right quality delivered. Sup- 
plies of Irish eggs are now short, and 
those from other sources are taking their 
place.”” 


A NATIONAL BRAND. 

With regard to butter I learnt that 
since the Dairy Produce Act came into 
force there has been a marked advance in 
the quality of Free State creamery butter. 
There is, however; still room for improve- 
ment. On the London butter market the 
chief competitor. with Ireland is New 
Zealand, whose butter has three advan- 
tages. Every box bears the name of the 
factory ; the national brand (a fern leaf), 
and a mark showing the grade. Supplies 
ean also be ordered in large quantities 
from one source. 

In the Free State every creamery has a 
registered mark, but we have no national 
brand and no grading as yet. Until the 
combined marketing scheme gets into 
operation it will be difficult to obtain 
large supplies from any one source. 

Australian butter comes in boxes with 
the name of the factory. and the national 
brand, first grade only being exported. 

Butter from the Argentine Republic 
bears the name of the factory only, with 
no national brand or grade, and is thus 
in the same position as Irish. 

,On this particular market Danish butter 
is very little used. , 


PURCHASERS’ VIEWS. 

A representative of Messrs. Salter and 
Stokes informed me that Irish eggs gene- 
rally are being packed well, both wood 
wool and straw being used. Wherever 
used, straw should be dry and clean, but 
wood wool was better. 

Mr. Justice, of Messrs. Lovell and 
Christmas, also said that since the grading 
and. packing arrangements were made, 
eggs from the Irish Free State were arriv- 
ing in better condition than formerly. Cold 
stored Irish eggs, he said, could not com- 
pete with cheap foreign eggs in London. 

With regard to the transit of butter he 
thought that refrigerator trucks should be 
provided by the railway companies, so that 
the butter should reach the market in frm 
condition 


IRISH AND DANISH BACON. 


Although Trish bacon commands top 
price on the London market, quite a large 
trade is done in Danish, the type and 
prices of which are fancied by retailers 
and consumers. Retailers like it because 
the pigs are uniform, with very light fore- 
ends, and waste is thus avoided. The 
possibility is that the Danish pigs may 
become too light. In England the tendency 
is for the large York to get too high on 
the leg and too narrow in the back.

The fantastic speed of 303 miles an 
hour is cldimed to-day by Major Mario de 
Bernardi in a Macchi racing seaplane,

Flying the international course laid 
out off the Lido and Venice, the flier 
averaged 485 kilometres, or 305.12 miles 
per hour in four attempts—two in each 
direction—of, a six-kilometre course. 
This exceeds by 21 miles an hour the 
record established by Lieutenant Webster, 
of the British Air Force, in a Napier 
super-marine during the Schneider Cup 
race recently. 

The Italian pilot is jubilant over his 
success. He had been waiting in Venice 
since the Schneider Cup event to make 
the attempt, which he felt sure would 
vindicate Italian pilots and aeroplanes in 
the eyes of the world after the unfor- 
tunate engine failures during the Schneider 
contest. 

With his big Fiat motor turning over 
in perfect shape he was ready for the test 
last Tuesday morning, but weather con- 
ditions and high winds delayed the flight 
until to-day. Officials of the International 
Aeronautic Federation timed the tests, 
which were: witnessed only by a small 
group of Army and Navy officers and a 
force of officials and civilians.

Persistent rumours are current of an irre- 
parable split in the Cabinet over the flag 
question with Mr. Tielman Roos (Minister of 
Justice) opposing Dr. Malan (Minister of the 
Interior). It is said that the tension 
that the resignation of one or the other croup 
may be usjavoidable. 

It is affirmed that (General “i zog 
Prime Minister) takes Mr. Roos’s side, to- 
gether with Mr. Havenga (Minister of 
Finance), General Kemp (Minister of Agricul- 
ture), and Mr. Grobler (Minister of ‘.ands). 
Dr. Malan and Mr. Beyers (Minister of 
Mines) await the arrival of Mr. - harles 
Malan (Minister of Railways), who ‘s due 
here to-morrow, hoping for his reinforcement. 

Colonel Cresswell, Mr. Boydell and Mr. 
Madeley, the three Labour members of the 
Cabinet, hover distractedly on the outskirts, 
uncertain which side to join. 

Such is the gist of the stories current, in 
which there is certainly considerable truth, 
though, doubtless, they highly 
coloured. 

Mr. Roos and Dr. Malan seem to have come 
to an tmpasse, and it would be reasonable to 
predict the break the Cabinet but 
for the hghtning changes which are the rule 
In South African politics, and the facility 
with which past differences between indivi- 
dual members of this Government—not so 
serious as the present diffevence, but stil! 
serious enough—have been composed.

The kaleidoscopic nature ol these changes 
is illlustrated by two speeches delivered by 
Mr. Roos, one at Malmesbury on Friday 
night and the other on Saturday morning at 
Vredenburg. In both Mr. Roos 
that the old political quesiions dividing 
parties were now dead, and that the time had 
come for a new political grouping. 

Such a pronouncement delivered at such a 
mcment is, naturally, taken to confirm the 
rumours of irreconcilable divisions in the 
Cabinet. At both mectings a new atmosphere 
of political reconciliation prevailed, the Na- 
thonalists and members of the South African 
Party fraternising openly and giving Mr. 
Rcos the opportunity. to declare fiankiy that 
the spirit of bickerjng which has been pre- 
valent was now a thing of the past. 

Mr. Roos went on at Vredenburg to say 
that parties would now divide on economic 
lines, with Protection and Free Trade as 
oue of the principal lines of division. This is 
farcical, as Mr. Roos knows: for Free Traders 
in South Africa can almost be counted on the 
fingers of the hands. The obvious deduction 
is that Mr. Roos is concealing his real inten- 
tions or has no clear vision beyond the 
imminent split in the present Government, 
und few persons can pretend to have further 
insight. 

Other remarks of Mr. Roos at Vredenburg 
ure also significant. The day of building 
up South Africa, the day of re-construction 
has come, he said. The things that bind 
are stronger than the things that separate us. 
Political differences need not be carried into 
every part of our personal lives. Never has 
there been such a friendly feeling between 
the white races as there is to-day, 

These maxims have the air of being arrows 
aimed at the very heart of Dr. Malan’s 

litical creed, with its narrow worship of 
isolation, of predominance for the Dutch- 
speaking South Africans, and its consistent 
endeavour to promote Dutch interests as 
against those of English-speaking people. 

What will follow no one knows. At the 
moment that there is extreme tension in the 
Cabinet is the only thing certain, and this 
tension is sure to react on and be reacted 
on by the flag conversations between General 
Hertzog and General Smuts.

A SUDDEN CHANGE. 


From Ovr Spectat FREPRESENTATIVF. 

CARLINGFORD, Saturday. 
The death of Cardinal O'Donnell, 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of Armagh 
and Primate of All-Ireland, took place at 
11.5 o'clock this morning, at. his summer 
residence here, after a comparatively brief 
illness. The sadness of his passing is 
accentuated by the fact that it is only a 
short time ago since, on the death of 
Cardinal Logue, he was .elevated to the 
Primatial See. 

Cardinal O'Donnell first manifested 
symptoms of a serious illness only a fort- 
night ago, while confined to bed as the 
result of an injury received while bathing 
in Carlingford Lough towards the middle 
of last month, when he tripped on some 
seaweed and injured his left knee against 
a rock. On the instructions of Dr. E. M. 
Finnegan, his medical adviser, the 
Cardinal took to bed. At the end of three 
weeks he had almost completely re- 
covered from that injury to his knee, and 
was looking forward to his visit uly “SS 
in connection with the Irish Coll “móir 
brations there, when he suddenly de- 3 
veloped double pmeumonia and dry 
pleurisy. His splendid strength stood 
him in good stead during the earlier 
stages of the complication, but this morn- 
ing a fresh complication developed, and 
the immediate cause of death was an 
embolus, or the entrance from the lung to 
the heart of a clot of blood. But for that — 
it is quite possible that His Eminence 
would have recovered. ix 

Throughout Cardinal O’Donnell’s illness 
his brother, Dr. O'Donnell, of Merrion 
square, Dublin, had been stopping at 
the residence of Dr. Finnegan, and the 
two doctors were in constant attendance 
on him, 

A GREAT SHOCK. 

Although the Cardinal’s condition was 
known to be very grave, the news of his 
death came as a great shock to t ple 
of the village. The first intim@tion 
the end near came to them wh 
Dr. Finnegan was seen to drive rapidly 
towards the Cardinal’s house with a 
cylinder of oxygen. When he left the 
house again Cardinal O'Donnell had 
breathed his last. His brother was at 
his bedside to the end. 

When the news became known windows 
were shuttered and blinds were drawn 
in the village. Many people, indeed, 
were moved to tears, for the Cardinal 
loved and was beloved by them all. He 
was a man of especially unassuming 
character, and his unaffected demeanour 
and the general simplicity of his habits 
won him the. affectionate regard of all 
denominations, 

Many instances of his unfailing interest 
in the people and in the hum-drum tenor 
of their daily lives are recited by the 
villagers.

THE END. 

Dr. Finnegan usually got early morning 
messages from the Cardinal's house, and 
the first one this morning was to the 
effect that His Eminence had had a good 
and restful night. Calling to the house, 
in company of Dr. John O’Donnell, 
brother of the Cardinal, about 10 a.m., 
Dr. Finnegan again learned that his dis- 
tinguished patient had slept well, and 
that he had had no pain throughout the 
night. The two doctors were satisfied that 


their patient was doing as well as coul/ 


be expected s 

Soon afterwards, however, when réther 
Finnegan was opening the door to leteg the 
bedroom, he- observed that a change “had 
suddenly come over the Cardinal, who ap- 
peared as if he was about to have another 
attack of pain. His Eminence told him that 
he was not experiencing any pain, but al- 
though at the moment his pulse was quite 
ood it soon began to weaken. Dr. Finnegan 
immediately sent for the Rev. C. Finnegan, 
C.C., Carlingford, gvho arrived in a few 
minutes. All that medical aid could do was 
done, but at 11.5, with his brother and Dr. 
Finnegan and Father Finnegan by his bed- 
side, the Cardinal had died.

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THE NEW ARTERIAL 
DRAINAGE BILL. 


PROVISIONS. 


——— 


CHIEF 


The Arterial Drainage (Minor Schemes) Bill, 
1927, which has received its first reading 
in the Dail, 1s a measure of considerable 
importance. It makes provision for the 
formulating and carrying out by county 
councils of schemes of arterial drainage on a 
limited scale. 

Section LI. provides that any three or more 
persons, oceupiers of land liable to be flooded 
or injured by water, or which are capable 
of being improved by drainage, may apply 
to the council of the county in which such 
lands are situate to have drainage works 
executed -under this Act for the purpose of 
draining or improving such lands, provided 
that the total. cost of the works will not 
exceed £1,000. 

The bill then deals with the procedure to 
be pursued in order to have the scheme or 
schemes sanctioned by the Minister. 

If the county council passes a resolution 
disapproving of the proposals contained in 
the petition the secretary of the county 
council shall communicate such resolution to 
the petitioners. 

If the drainage scheme proposes to acquire 
any lands, rights or other property com- 
pm hems the owners of such lands, rights or 
other properties must receive at least 21 days 
notice to enable them to lodge objections with 
the Ministry if they are opposed to such 
compulsory, acquirements. 


MINISTER'S POWERS. 

If the total probable cost of a scheme 
exceeds £1,000, or if the aggregate value ol 
so much of the lands proposed by the scheme 
to be drained or improved as are in the 
rated occupation of persons who have duly 
informed the Minister that they dissent from 
the scheme exceeds one-half of the total 
value as stated in the scheme, the Minister 
shall refuse to confirm the. scheme, but if 
the probable cost does not exceed £1,000 
and the aggregate value does not exceed one- 
half of the said total the Minister, after 
considering objections and holding such {if 
any) inquiry as he may think proper, shall 
confirm the scheme with or without altera- 
tions, or refuse to confirm the scheme. 

When the Minister has confirmed a scheme 
the county council by which such scheme 
was prepared shall carry out the scheme, with 
such reasonable additions, omissions, varia- 
tions and deviations as are found necessary 
in the course of the work. 

After the confirmation of a drainage scheme 
the county council shall proceed to acquire 
the lands, rights and other property proposed 
in the scheme, and the amount of compensa- 
tion payable to the owner oí such lands, 
rights and property shall, in default of agree- 
ment, be fixed under and in accordance with 
the Acquisition of Land (Assessment of Com- 
pensation) Act, 1919, in like manner as if 
such compensation were the price of laud 
compulsorily acquired. 

When the drainage works under a scheme 
are completed, the Minister shall have the 
lands inspected and a report made to him as 
to the amounts by which the aunual value of 
the land has been increased by the carrying 
out of the scheme. 


COUNTY COUNCIL'S EXPENSES. 

The expenses incurred by a county council 
in carrying out a drainage scheme shall, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Minister, be 
defrayed out of the county fund or out of 
moneys raised for the purpose by borrowing 
under this Act, or partly out of both. 

_The repayment of expenses incurred by a 
county council in carrying out a scheme shall 
be raised by such council by means of an 
annual poundage rate, assessed on the several 
rated occupiers of the lands in the county of 
such council which were proposed in such 
scheme to be drained or improved. 

All moneys which a county council is by 
this Act authorised or directed to pay out of 
the county fund ; also all expenses incurred by a 
county council in the execution of this Act, 
and the raising of which is not otherwise 
provided for by this Act, shall be raised by 
means of the poor rate as a county-at-large 
charge.

from same to the Town Commissioners, the 
Chairman for the time being and the Town 
Clerk to be continuing trustees. No moneys

It keeps up 
establishments where the sailors can meet 
their friends, play games, hear good singing, 
and are looked after and made comfortable.

whom these islands owe an enormous debt. 
Without our sailors we would be nothing at 
all in the ranks of the nations. I¢ is up 
to us to help them in every way, and no 
better work can be done for them than keep- 
ing these Rests going. Another department 
of the Society looks after the orphans of 
men who have. lost their lives at sea. 

TRAINING BOYS FOR THE SEA. 

There is also a great training school, where 
boys are educated for the sea. The record 
of our Irish boys in that institation is so 
high that they are very glad, indeed, to 
get them. In the nautical school boys are 
prepared to qualify for the Board of Trad 
certificates. The Carnegie Trust has giv 
grant to buy books to send to the 
houses; £500 a year for three years also 
offered for books for the sailors at The 
Carnegie Trust authorities, ty. donsideration 
of the way in which that money was 
administered, have now increased that grant 
to £1,500 a year.

FAT COWS DIFFICULT TO 
SELL. 


Reviewing the British live stock markets 
of the past week, the Agricultural Market 
Report states that demand generally for fat 
cattle showed little alteration on the week, 
and any variation in the usual numbers ex- 
posed at the different centres was reflected in x 
the price movements: Choice box-feds and / 
well-finished beasts off the crass were not 
plentiful, and, where cffered, commanded 
ready sale at firm rates, but fat cows and» 
rough cattle were difficult to’ sell at lower: 
prices. The average rates for first and second 
quality cattle were 46s. 3d. and 40s. 2d. per 
hve cwt., respectively. 

Fat sheep were penned in rather fewer 
numbers, and, with a steady demand, a 
firmer tone prevailed, although values were 
not quotably higher.
